THE decision to trumpet the use of 
Manston Airport as some form of 
short-term easing to the chaos of 
Operation Stack may yet prove to be 
as useful to the county as the 
proverbial chocolate tea-pot. 

Not only will Manston only be 
used if a huge stretch of the coast- 
bound M20 is rammed with 
parked-up lorries, but on the rare 
occasions when that is the case (and 
let us not forget that over the last 
month of problems extending it to 
the London-bound stretch happened 
for just a handful of days) the 
process of taking potentially 
hundreds of HGVs to Thanet 
will ensure even more traffic 
headaches. 

All it will achieve, as far as 
it would appear, is that the 
gridlock will simply be spread 
more evenly across the 
county.

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Security stepped up after 
migrant found in tunnel

HOLIDAYMAKERS trying to reach 
France via the Channel Tunnel 
faced delays of up to four hours on 
Tuesday after a migrant apparently 
attempted to walk its entire 31-mile 
length in a bid to reach the UK. 

In what was just the latest of 
weeks of problems at the cross- 
Channel terminals, services on 
Eurotunnel and Eurostar were held 
up as tunnel chiefs conducted a full 
search after alarms were triggered. 

A man was then apparently 
found just a few miles from the 
Cheriton exit of the tunnel. 

It once again underlined a 
growing crisis in Calais which, 
despite steps to tighten security, is 
still seeing desperate migrants 
risking their lives in a bid to 
stowaway on lorries or trains in 
order to reach the UK. 

Security has been dramatically 
increased in an effort to prevent the 
now nightly storming of the terminal, 
and Eurotunnel says figures have 
dropped from a peak of several 
thousands attempts last month to 
around 400 a night this week. 

However, with an estimated 


3,000 migrants still camping at 
Calais, waiting for a chance to 
cross to the UK, there seems little 
hope the situation will ease 
anytime soon. 

One report in a national 
newspaper this week suggested the 
Government was even considering 
closing the tunnel overnight in a 
bid to stop the wave of inflitrations. 

A Government spokesman said: 
“We have and continue to consider 
all potential courses of action to 


improve security at the Channel 
Tunnel in Coquelles and to prevent 
any loss of life. A number of new 
security measures have been 
introduced and ministers both here 
and in France keep the situation 
under constant review.” 

There had been some concerns 
that the delays would see yet 
another return of Operation Stack, 
as HGVs began to back up onto the 
M20 when services were suspend¬ 
ed. 


Stack itself had a rare week off, 
although remained in the head¬ 
lines after it was confirmed that 
Manston Airport’s runway would 
be used as a temporary lorry park 
(see full details on page 11). 

A Sudanese man, 40, appeared 
before Medway Magistrates on 
Thursday and will appear before 
Canterbury Crown Court later this 
month, charged with an obstruc¬ 
tion to an engine or carriage using 
the railway.

Policing costs for Stack 
will be met by central 
government, PCC says 


IN the week that Manston Airport 
was confirmed as an alternative to 
turning the M20 into a giant lorry 
park when Operation Stack is brought 
into force (see page 11 for full report), 
there was at least some good news for 
the county’s taxpayers. 

Police and crime commissioner 
Ann Barnes confirmed on Thursday 
Kent will get ‘fair funding’ towards 
the cost of policing Stack over recent 
weeks. 

Mrs Barnes has repeatedly argued 
that local people, already over¬ 
whelmed by the disruption brought 
on by Operation Stack, should not be 
paying for their police officers 
working round the clock to mitigate 
a national crisis. Especially when set 
against a back drop of a continued 
drop in funding. 

She said: “It is my duty to make 
sure the chief constable has suffi¬ 
cient resources to police the whole of 
Kent. Operation Stack has been a 
very significant drain on those 
resources so far. 


“If there is further disruption and 
- as the Department for Transport has 
decided - Operation Stack is used in 
tandem with the former Manston 
Airport site, this will inevitably 
require significant additional resourc¬ 
es that will have to be paid for. 

“So I’m very pleased and extremely 
relieved to announce the govern¬ 
ment will meet all reasonable, 
additional costs the force incurs in 
dealing with this ongoing problem - 
the policing of Operation Stack as 
well as the costs associated with 
assisting the Home Office immigra¬ 
tion officers in dealing with suspect¬ 
ed illegal immigrants. 

“I’ve been asked whether I am sure 
that, once the current political 
maelstrom dies down, central 
Government will keep its promise to 
reimburse the people of Kent? My 
answer to that is I’ve been dealing 
with honourable people at the 
highest level of the Home Office so 
I’m quite sure they’ll keep their 
word.”

Work on £2.65m town

AFTER a number of false dawns, the 
first phase of a major multi-million 
pound redevelopment of Tonbridge 
High Street will get finally get un¬ 
derway later this month.

Rapist who abused 
teenage girl is jailed 

A 68-year-old who raped and abused a teenage 
girl on multiple occasions in the 1980s has been 
jailed for 15 years. 

Edward Watson, 68, formerly of Kippington 
Road, Sevenoaks, was sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Tuesday having pleaded guilty 
to six counts of rape and four counts of indecent 
assault. 

The abuse began in 1982 when the girl was 
aged 13, and continued until 1985. 

Investigating officer Detective Constable Deniz 
Aslan said: “These are very serious offences 
which are reflected in the length of time Watson 
will now spend behind bars. 

1 ‘I would like to pay tribute to the victim in this 
case who displayed tremendous courage in 
coming forward and reporting the crimes 
committed against her, and for her invaluable 
support in bringing Watson to justice. 

“Kent Police takes all reports of historic sexual 
abuse seriously.” 


Arrests made thanks 
to 'predictive policing' 

POLICE using 'predictive policing’ say they managed 
to secure a number of significant breakthroughs after 
taking to the streets of Medway. 

Predictive policing uses data to identify troubled 
areas and where and when crimes may take place. 

Joined by Medway Council community wardens, 
environmental enforcement, licensing, HMRC and 
Kent Fire and Rescue Service police recovered a 
suspected stolen motorcycle in the Luton area, 
arrested a woman on suspicion of robbery and found 
another suspected motorcycle on fire. 

In addition, a Chatham off-licence was found to be 
breaching their licence conditions by selling super 
strength alcohol and another shop was found to be 
selling non-duty paid alcohol. Both shops will now 
have their licences reviewed. 

Sergeant Adam Duke, who coordinated the day 
said: ‘ We patrol the streets like this regularly. 
However it was useful to be out and about with our 
partner agencies, and joining together to tackle crime 
and anti-social behaviour.’ ’

A FRESH probe into allegations of child 
abuse involving former prime minister Sir 
Edward Heath is to be launched, it was con¬ 
firmed this week - with Kent Police one of five 
forces involved. 

The late politician, who died in 2005 at his 
home in Wiltshire aged 89, was born in 
Broadstairs and represented the constituen¬ 
cy of Bexley between 1950 and 2001. He 
served as PM between 1970 and 1974. 

Kent has become involved following a re¬ 
port it received on Tuesday of a sexual as¬ 
sault having been committed in the east of 
the county during the 1960s. 

Kent joins Wiltshire, the Met, Hampshire 
and Jersey in investigating the politican in 
what is known as Operation Hydrant - which is 
taking place across the nation probing allega¬ 
tions of historial abuse by high profile figures. 

In a statement, Kent Police said: “The vic¬ 
tim has named Sir Edward Heath in connec¬ 
tion with the allegation. Detectives are mak¬ 
ing initial enquiries, and will obtain a full 
account from the victim.”. 

It comes after the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission said on Monday it is 
to investigate whether allegations made 
against the former PM in the 1990s were not 


followed up, as has been claimed by a retired 
detective. 

It’s also investigating whether a criminal 
case was dropped when a person involved 
made claims about the Conservative politi¬ 
cian. An IPCC spokesman said: “It is alleged 
that a criminal prosecution was not pursued 
when a person threatened to expose that Sir 
Edward may have been involved in offences 
concerning children. 

“In addition to this allegation, the IPCC 
will examine whether Wiltshire Police sub¬ 


sequently took any steps to investigate 
these claims.” 

The Sir Edward Heath Charitable Foun¬ 
dation, which runs the museum at Arun- 
dells, his former home in Salisbury, said it 
welcomed the investigation. 

“We wholeheartedly believe it will clear 
Sir Edward’s name and we will co-operate 
fully with the police in their inquiries,” a 
spokesman said.

'N-Bomb' into drink 

A 25-year-old man from Gillingham who spiked a 
woman’s drink at Maidstone’s Source Bar has 
been sentenced to two-and-a-half years in prison. 

Tadas Rasciauskas, of Rock Avenue, slipped a 
powerful hallucinogenic substance into the drink 
of his victim, but was spotted by her friend who 
raised the alarm. Tests showed he was using the 
banned NBOMBe substance - often referred to as 
an ’N-Bomb’.

CPRE fury at Faversham 
development proposals 


COUNTRYSIDE campaign 
group CPRE Kent has been left 
fuming after a new develop¬ 
ment was proposed near 
Faversham. 

The charity, the local branch 
of the Campaign to Protect 
Rural England, says that the 
plans for a 100 bed hotel, and 
over 300 new homes on land at 
Perry Court Farm would be an 
incursion into open countryside, 
branding them ‘urban sprawl’. 

The site lies some way from 
Faversham’s urban boundary, 
on valuable ‘grade one’ 
agricultural land, which CPRE 
Kent says will be needed to 
produce food in the future. 

The site, put forward by 
Hallam Land Management, is 
located between the turn-off for 
the A251 to Ashford and the 
Abbey School. 


Brian Lloyd, senior planner at 
CPRE Kent, said: “We fail to see 
how a site, significantly 
detached from the existing 
town, would contribute to the 
current compact nature of 
Faversham. It is an illogical and 
arbitrary incursion of the town 
into the open countryside. 

“It is a deliberate attempt to 
pre-empt and undermine the 
emerging Local Plan by seeking to 
secure the development of a site 
that is not allocated in the adopted 
Local Plan and has been rejected 
by the council for inclusion.” 

A spokesman for the 
developers said: “No other 
location in Faversham offers the 
same opportunity to provide a 
variety of good quality space for 
employers in a location that is 
easily accessed from the town 
and from the motorway.”

Whiplash over Stack at Manston 
plans as full solution accelerates 

Jamie Weir on how hopes of a genuine answer to ease Operation Stack is now very much top priority 


M ounting concerns 
over the use of Manston 
Airport as an overspill 
for lorries during Oper¬ 
ation Stack have accel¬ 
erated discussions about establishing a 
long-term solution. 

And with national government 
now only too aware of the negative 
impact it is having on the county - af¬ 
ter apparently ignoring it for weeks - 
it appears a proper plan could be on 
the horizon with discussions now a 
priority, according to Kent traffic 
chief Matthew Balfour. 

The portfolio holder for environ¬ 
ment and transport at Kent County 
Council said Manston was far from 
an ideal solution to the gridlock when 
Operation Stack is implemented on 
the M20. He told KoS that KCC had 
previously investigated the former 
airport as one option, rejecting it on 
the grounds it would not be ‘easy’. 

But this week it was confirmed as 
an option by the Department of 
Transport. However, it will only be 
used in exceptional circumstances as 
the first stages of Operation Stack will 
still see the M20 between Leeds Cas¬ 
tle at Maidstone, and Westenhanger, 
near Folkestone, closed first. 

Cllr Balfour told KoS: “It was not a 
site initiated by KCC. It’s a long way 
from the Channel Tunnel, and a long 
way from Dover. The county’s trans¬ 
port infrastructure isn’t ideal for get¬ 
ting large numbers of lorries down to 
that part of Kent.” 

Thankfully, says Cllr Balfour, who 
spoke exclusively to KoS, a long term 
solution is likely to be just around the 
corner. 

He said: “I can’t tell you what the 


long term solution being worked on 
is, but what I can say is medium and 
long term solutions are being pro¬ 
gressed, in the prime minister’s word, 
at a pace. Nobody is letting the grass 
grow under their feet, you can be as¬ 
sured of that. It’s close.” 

The emergency plans mean Man¬ 
ston Airport will provide parking 
spaces for between 1,500 to 2,000 
lorries. 

It would be introduced to prevent - 
as occured recently, a stretch of the 
London-bound M20 being closed too, 
between Ashford and Maidstone. But 
that’s a rarity. 

Biggest concerns this week were 
over the impact of lorries being taken 
off the M20 and then transported to 
Manston Airport. It closed last May 
despite efforts by a vocal local group 
to keep it operational. 

Freight would be sent via the M20 
to junction seven, Maidstone, where 
it would be diverted up Detline Hill, 
the A249, then along the M2, and 
A299 Thanet Way to Manston if 
coming from the west. If travelling 
from the Dartford Crossing, freight 
would use the A2, M2 and A299 to 
reach the emergency parking. Any 
Channel Tunnel bound traffic would 
stay on the M20. 

Once Operation Stack ends, freight 
parked at Manston would use the 
A256 and A2 to Dover. That route is a 
concern for Cllr Balfour. 

He said: “The A256 is fragile in 
terms of imposing large numbers of 
heavy vehicles. It will require police 
to be at every junction, and on every 
roundabout to ensure traffic can flow. 
I think everybody is very concerned it 
may not work.”

The infrastructure issues are some¬ 
thing which have caused concern for 
Manston Airport’s owners as well. 

A spokesman for the owners, who 
have long term plans to redevelop the 
site with a major housing, commer¬ 
cial and leisure scheme. 

They told KoS: “We have stated all 
along there are clear logistical prob¬ 
lems that will need to be overcome and 
that disruption to locals must be kept 
at a minimum. That said, when the 
government asks for help, it is incum¬ 
bent upon us all to do what we can.” 

It seems that the airport is far from 
many people’s ideal location, with 
business turning against the idea just 
hours after it was announced by the 
transport minister. 

The Federation of Small Businesses 
(FSB) has long been a vocal critic of the 
damage which Operation Stack - which 


is implemented when traffic is unable 
to cross the English Channel - has done 
to businesses across the county. 

Alison Parmar, the FSB’s business 
development manager in Kent, told 
KoS that the use of Manston was like¬ 
ly to cause problems for Thanet’s 
businesses. She said: “People who 
may have gone down to the seaside 
are likely to think, ‘do I really want to 
go and get stuck in miles of traffic’, 
and yes, there is a really good chance 
it’ll cause problems for businesses in 
Thanet. 

“We’re sick of temporary measures 
which don’t last. We want the Gov¬ 
ernment to come up with a long term 
workable solution which helps small 
businesses get back to normal. 

“Most small businesses are adapta¬ 
ble, and can deal with Operation 
Stack for a few days at a time. The 
problem comes when it is implement¬ 
ed repeatedly over the course of 
weeks - it seriously disrupts them, 
and has done real damage to some at 
a time of year when they would nor¬ 
mally do their best business. That’s 
unacceptable, and we now need a 
proper, long term solution which 
works for businesses across all of 
Kent, whether they’re in Thanet, or 
elsewhere.” 

It’s a sentiment echoed by others, 
with Ruth Bailey - who stood for the 
Thanet South constituency in the gen¬ 
eral election for the Manston Airport 
Independence Party - telling KoS it 
would ‘suffocate’ businesses in the area. 

Ms Bailey said: “It’ll destroy the 
tourism industry in this area at the 
height of the season, and the prob¬ 
lems that suffocation of business will 
bring is going to get a lot of people 


very angry.” 

The Broadstairs resident has cam¬ 
paigned to bring Manston Airport 
back into use after it closed with the 
loss of around 150 local jobs in May of 
last year. 

She said: “We feel utterly let down by 
the government, and betrayed after all 
of the promises which had been made 
in the run up to the election. Senior 
politicians pledged to bring it back as 
an airport, so it’s disgraceful that those 
same people are now announcing it 
should become a lorry park.” 

And Ms Bailey is not the only one to 
harbour concerns. North Thanet and 
Thanet South Conservative MPs Sir 
Roger Gale and Craig Mackinlay were 
united in their condemation of the 
scheme, with Mr Mackinlay saying 
the root of the problem had to be ad¬ 
dressed with urgency. 

Mr Mackinlay said “I am bitterly 
disappointed at this decision; I hope it 
will be short-lived. The route of this 
crisis starts thousands of miles away, 
but French authorities need to do sig¬ 
nificantly more to keep this funda¬ 
mental border running smoothly.” 

Eurotunnel’s director of public af¬ 
fairs, John Keefe, told KoS the situa¬ 
tion had improved. 

He said: “The French and British 
governments have provided us with 
resources we need to combat the situ¬ 
ation, and keep the tunnel secured. 

“That means we’ve been able to 
keep up a robust freight schedule, and 
keep things moving.” 

“A massive amount of the UK’s 
freight travels through Kent, and this 
recent period of instability has really 
highlighted the importance of this 
key trade route.” 
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Ashes Test delight 
as week hits 164no

concluded this Saturday with anoth¬ 
er one-day game against Lancashire 


Lightning. 

Ladies Day on Wednesday was bless¬ 
ed with good weather, and the rain held 
off to ensure a full week of action. As 
our photographs demonstrate. 

The Kent Cricket Supporters’ Club 
laid a wreath in memory of the 
ground’s famous fallen lime tree at 
the start of the four-day game, with 
collections taking place during yes¬ 
terday’s match for the Battle of Brit¬ 
ain Memorial Trust.

Get bee-side 
the beehive as 
event focuses 
on their magic

Bees and how we should 
their contribution to our 

T HE humble bee has had a tough of 
time of it of late. With its numbers in 
decline, only relatively recently has 
there been a wider comprehension 
of just how essential they are to our 
eco-system. 

So it is perhaps a little overdue that there is 
now an annual celebration of the winged in¬ 
sect and the vitally important world of the 
honey bee. 

And later this month, the free, family- 
friendly, Kent Festival of Bees will return for a 
third year to celebrate the creatures with a 
string of special events at Highland Court 
Farm, near Bridge, at Canterbury. 

Featuring everything from candle-rolling, 
face painting and specialist talks, it aims to 
provide something for people of all ages to en¬ 
joy. 

But at its heart lies a serious message. 

Bees are in trouble and there are steps that 
we all can take to help them. 

“Globally, beekeepers have been reporting 
that for the past 15 years bee numbers, and 
the number of beekeepers, have been declin¬ 
ing and colony losses are increasing,” said fes¬ 
tival organiser Melodie Webster. 

“Bees are really struggling at the moment 
and we are hoping to raise public awareness of 
that.” 

The festival has a programme of short and 
interactive talks about bees and their impor¬ 
tance in terms of their role as pollinators, as 
well as a storytelling session for children. 

Bees are facing a number of threats such as 
starvation and poor nutrition, viruses and at¬ 
tacks from pathogens and environmental 
changes such as habitat fragmentation and 
loss. 

“The threats to bees include over-mecha¬ 
nised farming, pesticides and a lack of bee 
keepers,” said Ms Webster. 

“There will be an exchange of ideas on what 
we can do to support the bee population in¬ 
cluding buying honey from local beekeepers, 
planting bee-friendly plants, adopting bee 
friendly farming practices, persuading local 
authorities to reduce the grass verge cutting 
and educating our children on how to love 
and respect the honeybee.” 

There will also be a number of stalls selling 
local produce including honey, beeswax can¬ 
dles and bee-friendly plants. 

Ms Webster adds: “On the day here will also 
be demonstrations on how to safely handle 
bees. 

“There is no point in us preaching to the 
converted so we choose the talk topics so they 
have got some public interest - such as how 
the health of the honeybee and our own 
health and wellbeing are intertwined. There

is the saying that human beings would last 
about four years if the honey bee disappeared. 

“We are producing a lot more hand outs for 
people to take away on the day, which tells 
you about how to create a bee friendly envi¬ 
ronment.” 

Those behind the festival are keen to stress 
the importance of bees and all that they do. 

Ms Webster said: “Beekeeping is an ancient 
tradition, and honeybees have been kept in 
Europe for several millennia. 

“Bees are critically important in the envi¬ 
ronment, sustaining biodiversity by providing 
essential pollination for a wide range of crops 
and wild plants; in fact 70 per cent of our food 
crops need to be pollinated. 

“Bees contribute to human health and well¬ 
being directly through the production of hon¬ 
ey and other food and feed supplies such as 
pollen, wax for food processing, propolis in 
food technology, and royal jelly as a dietary 
supplement and ingredient in food.” 

They are keen to reach younger audiences 
too, and hope that the storytelling sessions 
will help to get children interested in bees, and 
how to protect them. 

“The storytelling session has been commis¬ 
sioned to attract families with young children 
in particular, and to engage these youngsters 
in learning about the symbiotic relationship 
between the honeybee and humans.” said Ms 
Webster. 

The festival has been going from strength to

rector of Mann Lake Patrick Murfet - 
who has kept bees for more than a 
decade. 

“It has been running for three 


years,” explained Ms Webster. 
“Patrick Murfet has been a bee keeper

pie. Last year, despite the pouring 
rain, we had 600. We are expecting 
around 1,000 people this year,” said 
Ms Webster. 

And Ms Webster said that a huge 
amount of what makes the festival 
accessible to people is that it’s free. 

“It’s a free day out for the public 
and that is a big draw for families,” 
she explained. 

“People can’t always come if you 
have got to pay. We have got a range 
of activities, they are not all about 
bees, we have also got wood making 
and candle rolling. 

“We have specialised bee talks for 
people who are a bit more interested, 
but primarily it is set up as a fun day 
for families.” 

The festival will be held at the Night 
Yard venue at Highland Court Farm - 
and traditional activities such as 
spinning - which consists of turning 
fibres into yarn, sleep making - which 
involves making a round basket out 
of wicker or wood - and forging will 
be taking place.

We have got spinners, we have 
got all kinds of honey for sale, we 
have tried to cover lots of areas. 

“There is face painting on offer - 
children can choose from bees, but¬ 
terflies and tigers.

Volunteer Reserve (VR) in March 
1939, as an airman u/t [under 
training] pilot. 

Called to full time service on 
September 1 1939, Helcke 




completed his training at 5 FTS, 
Sealand on No 45 Course, which 
ran from December 11 1939 to June 
10 1940. 

He joined 504 Squadron at Wick 
on June 18, direct from 5 FTS. 
Flying from Hendon on September 
7, he claimed a Heinkel He 111, a 
German bomber, destroyed near 
Ramsgate. 

On September 17 1940 Helcke 
was killed, when he baled out after 
losing control, following dummy 
attacks during a practice flight over 
Faversham. 

He may have struck the aircraft 
and he fell dead near Selling. His 
Hurricane, V 7529, crashed at 
Shepherds Hill, Selling. 

Helcke was 24. He is buried in 
Herne Bay Cemetery.

Book shines a light on ‘the Few’ 
and their lives before the battle 

Fascinating book outlines the brave airmen who gave their all during the Battle of Britain 75 years ago

T HERE has been a lot writ¬ 
ten about the Battle of Brit¬ 
ain in recent months - a 
surge of interest for a key 
turning point of the Sec¬ 
ond World War which this year 
marked its 75th anniversary. 

A battle famously, as war-time 
leader Winston Churchill refered to 
them, fought by The Few - the brave 
pilots who took off into the skies 
above Kent to engage the might of the 
German air force in a deadly game of 
cat and mouse. 

Luftwaffe numbers were so huge, 
life expectancy for the Allies who 
took to the air was incredibly short. It 
was a devastating loss of young lives 
- given in the defence of our nation 
and which made an enormous differ¬ 
ence to the future of this island. 

Now a new fully updated book is set 
to become the new ‘bible’ for anyone 
wanting to know about the boys who 
regularly sent Hitler’s aircraft scur¬ 
rying back to the mainland. 

It contains astonishing insights 
into the heroes who fought the Battle 
of Britain in the skies above the south 
east. 

It is the third edition of Men of the 
Battle of Britain by Kenneth G Wynn, 
published by Frontline Books in asso¬ 
ciation with the Battle of Britain Me¬ 
morial Trust. 

The pages detail incredible bio¬ 
graphical information on all the air¬ 


crew known to have flown operation¬ 
ally in fighters between July 10 and 
October 31, 1940. 

It was originally published in 1989 
and had been extensively updated by 
the author before an anonymous 
benefactor enabled the Kent-based 
Battle of Britain Memorial Trust, 
based at Capel-le-Ferne, near Folke¬ 
stone, to acquire the rights to the 
book, known to enthusiasts simply as 
Wynn. 

That was in 2010, and since then a 
team of crack researchers worked 
tirelessly to not only improve and ex¬ 
tend entries, but to add new names 
and delete others. All this effort has 
ensured the 600-plus pages reflect 
the most up-to-date information 
available. 

Tragically, there are still gaps, and 
at this stage, it is widely believed they 
may never be filled with 100 per cent 
accurate information. 

Some who flew in the Battle of Brit¬ 
ain have never been properly identi¬ 
fied - and probably never will be, said 
the research team, led by editor Geoff 
Simpson. 

He told us: “Over the last five years 
a team of researchers has spent thou¬ 
sands of hours updating the informa¬ 
tion it contains. 

“We see this as another tribute to 
‘The Few’ of whom only about 25 are 
still alive, 75 years after they fought 
off the threat of a German invasion

of England. 

“A great strength of ‘Wynn’ is that 
it does not differentiate between the 
aces and the ‘unknowns’, who in 
some cases lasted less than a week in 
action. They are all included in alpha¬ 
betical order and with as much infor¬ 
mation as we have been able to find 
and confirm. 

“Everybody who worked on the 
book believes that it is vital that fu¬ 
ture generations know about the air¬ 
men of Fighter Command and what 
they achieved in 1940, despite often 
fighting against great odds and suf-

Born in Dover on June 2 1919, 
David Ian Kirton was educated at St 
James School, Dover and the 
County School for Boys there. He 
left in 1935 and joined the RAF later 
in the year as a boy entrant. 

At some time Kirton was posted 
to the RAF School of Photography 
at Farnborough. He applied for 
pilot training, was selected and on 
June 12 1939 he began his course 
at 22 E&RFTS, Cambridge. 

Kirton completed his training on 
March 23 1940. After converting to 
Hurricanes, he joined 501 Squad¬ 
ron at Tangmere on April 27. His 


fering high rates of casualties. Their 
feats left their mark. Some of the vet¬ 
erans have said that, even in old age, 
they did not really like to hear a 
phone ringing.

There are some emotional entries 
in the book.

On August 8 he was killed, when 
he was shot down in flames, in 
combat with Bf 109s over Manston, 
in Spitfire K 9911. 

Kirton was 21. His father, Royal

H Kirton, died of pneumonia on 
November 9 1918, aged 27, serving 
at the shore establishment HMS 
Tarlair in Scotland. Father and son 
are both buried in St James’ 
Cemetery, Dover. Kirton Close on 
the site of the former airfield at 
Hawkinge is named in David’s 
honour. 


geant Harris’ in his crew. It was clear¬ 
ly an operational flight, qualifying for 
the Battle of Britain Clasp, but noth¬ 
ing more is known of Sergeant Har¬ 
ris. 

There is tragedy too, highlighting 
just how perilous it was to take on the 
might of the Luftwaffe.

the sea near Portsmouth. His com¬ 
rade, Flight Sergeant Frederick 
George Berry, flew his aircraft close 
to Elkington and blew him ashore to 
land at West Wittering. Berry was 
awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Medal (DFM) on August 20 for a 
previous achievement and was 
killed in action on September 1. 

Richard Hunting is the chair¬ 
man of the Battle of Britain Memo¬ 


rial Trust. He said: “Over more 
than a quarter of a century, ‘Wynn’ 
has rightly come to be regarded 
with both respect and affection by 
many people with a serious interest 
in the events of 1940. 

“Its pages tell of the heroism of 
the ‘Fighter Boys’ and the tragedies 
that befell so many of them. It is re¬ 
markable that in 2015 we still do 
not have a complete list of ‘The 


Few’. In this book, however, we 
have the benefit of the latest re¬ 
search.”

THE Battle of Britain was a key 
turning point in the Second World 
War, and one which historians 
consistently identify as hugely 
significant. 

The RAF describes it as the most 
important event in its history. So 
why does it remain all these years 
later, so revered? 

In the build up to it, the German 
air forces had caused huge damage 
to the countries its ground forces 
were invading on mainland Europe, 
driving the Allied forces out. 

The Nazi war plan was to then 
take advantage of its fresh strategic 
airfield sites in Europe to mount an 
attack on Britain - and that included 
laying waste to the air force to pave 
the way for a ground invasion. The 
Blitz began which saw enormous 
human and building casualties. 

By June 1940, the German 
Luftwaffe swarmed above the skies 
of Kent and the English Channel. 
The Luftwaffe boasted more than 


2,600 fighters and bombers - the 
RAF just 660. The fighting in the 
skies was fierce and bloody. But by 
September, Hitler was delivered 
his first significant defeat. Some¬ 
how the Spitfire and Hurricane 
pilots had seen off an almighty 
threat to our freedom. 

The Blitz was reduced and the 
public buoyed as a result. 

Winston Churchill would 
immortalise them in a famous 
speech delivered in the House of 
Commons on August 20, 1940, 
when he said: “Never in the field of 
human conflict was so much owed 
by so many to so few.” 

Since then, those brave pilots 
who risked their lives - and the 
many who made the ultimate 
sacrifice - are simply now known 
as ‘The Few’. 

The Battle of Britain Memorial at 
Capel-le-Ferne contains the names 
of the 3,000 men who took part in 
the historic events.

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Once in a century bloom is here

A RARE tropical plant 
which blooms just once 
in 100 years - before dy¬ 
ing shortly afterwards - 
has shot up 30ft in the 
last three months as it prepares for its 
final flourish. 

And it has experienced such a re¬ 
markable pre-blooming growth spurt 
that the gardeners responsible for it 
have been forced to remove panes of 
glass in the 19th century greenhouse 
in which it lives to allow its growth to 
continue. 

The American Agave plant was 
planted in the Thanet District Coun¬ 
cil-owned Italianate Greenhouse in 
King George VI Memorial Park 33 
years ago. 

But, up until May, it had lived in the 
Grade II-listed greenhouse and been 
a mere six foot tall. Today it is 35ft. 

Gardener Philip Dadds, who also 
planted it, said that at its peak it was 
growing “about a foot a day”, at one 
point shooting up seven foot in one 
week. 

The buds have now started to 
bloom but its moment in the sun will 
be shortlived. 

Mr Dadds say it would expect it to 
have died off by the autumn or early 
spring, and said the greenhouse staff 
- all volunteers - will then be faced 
with the dilemma of exactly how to 
remove it. 


He said: “In the wild, it would just 
fall over. But with this one, it is going 
to get stuck in the greenhouse.” 

Cabinet member for operational 
service at the local council, Suzanne 
Brimm, said, “This is a fantastic sight 
for residents and visitors, and the 
knowledge that this has been 100 
years in the making is pretty special. 


The gardener that planted it is still 
working for the council so it’s great 
for him to see it come to fruition fi¬ 
nally. 

“On a day to day basis The Friends 
of the Italianate Greenhouse, led by 
gardener Philip Dadds, look after the 
council owned structure and plants. 
This is all on a voluntary basis and 


they do a wonderful job. I’d urge peo¬ 
ple to visit Ramsgate and take this 
rare opportunity to see this imposing 
plant for themselves whilst it’s still 
blooming.” 

It may not be the only chance for 
locals to see the plant bloom, howev¬ 
er, as there is another of the same 
plant in the greenhouse, with gar-

NATIVE to Mexico and 
Arizona and Texas in the US, it 
has long been cultivated 
worldwide as an ornamental 
plant. 

It has also become natural¬ 
ised in a host of regions, 
among them other parts of 
South America, sections of the 
Mediterranean, Africa, India, 
China, Thailand and Australia. 

There are a range of 
variations on the plant, and it 
has been used in the past for 
ingredients for tequila, while 
the leaves have been used for 
making rope and used for 
embroidery of leather.

‘ ‘I lived in Tunbridge Wells all 
the way through uni anyway, until I 
was about 19, and learnt an awful 
lot of what I know now by going to 


the Tunbridge Wells Forum 
[popular, award-winning venue on 
the Common converted from a 
fromer public toilet] every day. We 
actually played there in April.’ ’ 

He said the Forum has been a 
really inspirational place for him. 

‘ ‘I went there for the first time 
when I was 14.1 was in a band at 
school and we played there a lot, 
probably about once a month for 
two to three years. The whole ethos 
of that place is nobody really gets 
paid, it’s just done for the love of it, 
and that really rubbed off on me. I 
was playing with lots of different 
bands and being exposed to lots of 


different music there. 

“Tunbridge Wells has a certain 
reputation for being very conserva¬ 
tive and safe, I suppose, but this 
particular underbelly - and I don’t 
mean that unkindly - was what 
made it somewhere I could thrive. 

It was invaluable for me. 

“I was down there a few months 
ago, my parents don’t live there 
anymore so I rarely get the chance 
to get back. I miss being in 
Tunbridge Wells and I miss the 
scene.” 

Their band has lots of different 
musical influences, with an eclectic 
mixture of musical styles including

TWO-PIECE punk band Slaves, whose 
album Are You Listening? made it into the 
top 10 album chart earlier this year, 
continue their meteoric rise up the ranks 
with a slot on the second, NME/Radio One 
stage, on the Saturday at Reading. 

Laurie Vincent, of Maidstone, and Isaac 
Holman, of Tunbridge Wells, have per¬ 
formed at festivals a number of times 
before, but it’s their first time on that stage. 

They are well known for their wild and 
energetic live shows. 

So what is their sound like? 

Explains Mr Vincent: “We get called 
punk quite a lot and lots of people have 
arguments about whether we are punk or 
not so we decided its primal.

“Where’s Your Car Debbie? was written 
when we were at the Tunbridge Wells 
Forum,” said Mr Vincent. 


The song tells the story of a spooky walk 
through the woods, during which the pair 
try and help an acquaintance find her car., 
and get scared of encountering Bigfoot. 

“Girl Fight was about Isaac seeing girls 
fighting in Tunbridge Wells,” Mr Vincent 
added. 

“Most of our songs were written in Kent 
early on. We try and keep it as local as we 
can and we always tell everyone we are 
from Kent to try and inspire people from 
there.” 

They had no idea just how much their 
band would take off. 

“When you are doing something yourself 
you don’t consider it in the grand scheme,” 
Mr Vincent explained. 

“You don’t consider the effect it’s having. 
But someone said to us recently ‘you have 
proved you can be in the top 10 without 
making a generic record’.” 

So what’s in store for them in the future? 

“We just want to make the music we want 
to make and keep creating. We want to 
keep evolving and getting better and 
writing albums.

Tudor. Park 
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The five 'C's for savvy brides 


F OR many couples, the 

journey to their wedding 
starts with a diamond. 

While diamonds are 
often considered to be the 
rock of choice for engagement rings, 
lots of people will not have thought 
about buying one before. 

And the diamond world can seem 
like a confusing one - with the 
traditional ‘four Cs’ of clarity, cut, 
colour and carat. 

And for a growing number of 
ethical consumers, there is a fifth ‘c’ 

- conflict. 

Conflict diamonds, aka blood or 
war diamonds, are diamonds that 
originate from war zones and are 
illegally traded to fund rebel fighters 
and insurgencies. 

These stones can fund and prolong 
conflict in war-torn countries. 

They are usually associated with 
various countries in Africa, with 
insurgent groups, funded by the 
diamonds. 

On top of that, the treatment of 
workers in the conflict diamond 
industry is often reported as being 
inhumane, and rife with disease, 
violence and starvation. For these 
reasons, both the buying and selling 
of conflict diamonds is illegal. 

Over 99 per cent of diamonds are 
thought to be conflict-free. Retailers 
should be registered with the 
Kimberley Process Certification 
Scheme, to ensure they comply with

industry standards. 

When it comes to grading of 
stones, different certifications may 
use different grades. The most 
popular certification is GIA 
In terms of the other ‘c’s, carat 


refers to the weight of the diamond 
(different to ‘carat’ which refers to 
the purity of gold). One carat weighs 
around a fifth of a gram. A carat is 
usually divided into points, ie. 0.1, 
0.2 etc. 


Although carat denotes weight, 
the carat won’t necessarily be an 
indicator of size, as other aspects can 
affect how large the stone appears, 
and the proportions of the stone. 

Different shapes can have an 


impact too - longer shapes tend to 
look larger than rounded stones of 
the same weight, and the appear¬ 
ance of a diamond’s size can also be 
affected by how the stone is set in a 
piece of jewellery, as well the size of 
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the wearer’s finger. 

Next on the list is cut. 

Many people consider cut to be the 
most important attribute to consider 
when it comes to judging a diamond. 

According to the GIA: “A polished 
diamond’s beauty lies in its complex 
relationship with light. 

“The magnificence you see is made 
up of three attributes: Brightness 
- this is the internal and external 
white light reflected from a diamond: 
Fire - the scattering of white light 
into all the colours of the rainbow; 
and scintillation - the amount of 
sparkle a diamond produces, and the 
pattern of light and dark areas 
caused by reflections within the 
diamond.” 

In its basic form, cut describes how 
well a diamond has been made from 
its rough form, rather than what 
shape is, or the type of cut 
process applied by the diamond 
polisher 

How a diamond is cut 
and polished from its 
rough form is what 
determines its overall 
sparkle. For this reason, cut 
also plays a large part in 
determining the price of a 
stone. Cut is generally graded 
from ‘excellent’ to ‘poor’. 

In terms of colour, the 
diamond colour evaluation is 
based on the absence of colour. 

This is because a chemically 
pure and structurally perfect 
diamond has no hue, like a 
drop of pure water, and 
consequently, a higher value. 

GIA’s rates colour from 
D-to-Z, with D, representing 
colourless stones, and Z 


representing the most discoloured. 

According to the GIA: “Many of 
these colour distinctions are so 
subtle that they are invisible to the 
untrained eye; however, these 
distinctions make a very big 
difference in diamond quality and 
price.” 

Clarity is also a fundamental 
aspect in evaluating a diamond. 

Natural diamonds are the result of 
carbon exposed to tremendous heat 
and pressure deep in the earth. This 
process can result in a variety of 
internal characteristics called 
‘inclusions’ and external character¬ 


istics called ‘blemishes.’ 

Evaluating diamond clarity 
involves determining the number, 
size, relief, nature, and position of 
these characteristics, as well as how 
these affect the overall appearance of 
the stone. While no diamond is 
perfectly pure, the closer it comes, 
the higher its value. 

GIA has 11 specific gradings, from 
flawless, which have no visible 
inclusions or blemishes under lOx 
magnification to included, which 
have obvious blemishes. 

Like the other ‘c’s, clarity can have 
a huge impact on price. 

Because of all these factors, as well 
as taste, style, and budget, engage¬ 
ment ring shopping can be fraught 
and confusing. 

According to GIA: “Know what 
you want to spend. You will be 
confronted with a dizzying array of 

choices when it comes to engage¬ 
ment rings. Have a price range in 
mind. Going in with fairly 
specific parameters will help 
your jeweler find the right 
engagement ring to fit your 
budget. 

“What kind of jewelry 
does she already wear? Is 
she more classic or 
modern? Feminine or 
sophisticated? Does she 
wear more silver or gold? 
Do her pieces tend to be 
more delicate or chunky? 
Simple or ornate? 

Have these preferences 
in mind when you set out 
to shop. If you buy some¬ 
thing similar to what she 
already likes, you can’t go 
wrong.”

W HILE everyone wants to

Baby certainly 
isn’t put in the 
comer in show 


Did the audience have the time of their life 
when Dirty Dancing show came to Canterbury?

T is safe to say that Baby, in fact none of 
the cast, are put in the corner in this ab¬ 
solutely brilliant show. 

Based on the 1987 film starring Jen¬ 
nifer Grey and Patrick Swayze, Dirty 
Dancing is a coming of age story centred 
around Baby and Johnny. 

Baby is spending the summer with her par¬ 
ents and sister at Kellerman’s resort when she 
meets dance instructor Johnny and, against 
all the odds, the two fall hopelessly in love. 

Unfortunately Johnny, played excellently by 
Lewis Kirk, is part of the enterainment staff - 
viewed as being ‘lower class’ and therefore for¬ 
bidden to do anything other than teach the 
guests how to dance. 

Jessie Hart plays tenacious teenager Baby 
incredibly well, standing up for what she be¬ 
lieves in and trying hard to help people in 
trouble no matter what the personal cost 
might be. She is determined to join the Peace 
Corps, she is interested in politics and chang¬ 
ing the world for the better. 

Johnny calls Baby ‘somebody who’s taught 
me about the kind of person I wanna be,’ and 
indeed, I think there are members of the audi¬ 
ence - myself included - who leave the show 
resolving to be a little bit more like Baby. 

Anyone who has watched the film will know 
the storyline, and the show sticks to it pretty 
closely throughout. 

However, there have been some adaptations 
so that fans of the well-loved movie will still be 
in for some surprises. 

For example, the elderly couple who steal 
wallets from unsuspecting hotel guests - the 
Schumachers - are replaced by one all-sing¬ 
ing, all-dancing oddball, who waltzes around 
the hotel serenading uncomfortable members 
of staff and creating mischief. 

It’s a welcome change, and a very entertain¬ 


ing - if slightly surreal - one. 

There is scope to find out more about the is¬ 
sues of the era and it is nice to see Johnny and 
Baby have more time to get to know each other 
- discussing topics such as why Johnny doesn’t 
vote and inequalities between social classes. 

Set in the 1960s, the show also discusses the 
freedom riders - civil rights activists who cam¬ 
paigned for racial equality in the segregated 
areas of southern United States. 

“It’s bad out there,” performer Tito Suarez 
tells one of the characters thinking of going to 
Mississippi to get involved -warning him he 
will come back injured, if he comes back at all. 

The film has maintained its huge popularity 
for nearly 30 years, which is reflected in the 
wide age range of the members of the audience 
who turn up to enjoy the show. 

It translates well on to the stage, with the 
use of a screen and film footage helping to 
bring the show to life and recreate some of the 
most treasured moments of the movie - such as 
learning the lifts in the water. 

The dancing is a huge highlight, and the fast 
paced and fluid routines performed by the cast 
are absolutely captivating. 

Carlie Milner, who excels as Penny, and 
Lewis Kirk dance incredibly well together. It is 
easy to see why Baby finds herself so entranced 
by their routine after carrying a watermelon 
into the ‘entertainers only’ party and watch¬ 
ing them perform their own style of dancing. 

It is engaging to see the progression in Ba¬ 
by’s dancing too. We see her go from painstak¬ 
ingly learning the mambo - with Johnny help¬ 
ing her improve her frame and ‘spaghetti 
arms’ - to launching into a beautifully choreo¬ 
graphed routine and finally perfecting the lifts 
after Johnny marches through the audience 
on to the stage, announcing the iconic line 
“nobody puts Baby in the corner” and being 
greeted with cheers and applause. 

Dirty Dancing will continue its run at the 
Marlowe Theatre until August 22.

How Cilia had 
‘a heart’ which 
inspired TV star 

Pantomime producer Paul Hendy joined tributes 
paid to the late singer who died in Spain last week

F ORMER TV star turned theatre impr- 
essario, Paul Hendy, has paid a glow¬ 
ing tribute to the late singer Cilia 
Black, who died suddenly at her home 
in Spain last weekend. 

The star, 72, died after falling on the balcony 
of her villa in Estepona in the south of Spain. 

A post mortem discovered she had fallen, hit 
her head, and then had a stroke. 

It sparked a week of mourning from fans 
who loved her singing and her later career as a 
hugely successful TV presenter, fronting the 
likes of Blind Date and Surprise, Surprise. 

Mr Hendy, who along with wife Emily Wood 
run Evolution Productions, based in Sand¬ 
wich, says she was one of his inspirations as he 
made his name as TV presenter on the likes of 
Wheel of Fortune and Don’t Try This At Home. 

He has since quit being in front of the camer¬ 
as to stage shows - most notably a string of pan¬ 
tomimes, among them the ever popular festive 
show at the Marlowe Theatre in Canterbury. 

Speaking to KoS this week, he said: “She 
was doing Blind Date when I was trying to get 
into the business and was a definite influence. 

“At that time, she owned Saturday night tel¬ 
evision with a string of hit shows. 

“She was not just an influence on me, she af¬ 
fected the whole world of British light enter¬ 
tainment. 

“I saw her in pantomime about three or four 
years ago when she did the Liverpool Empire. 

“I went to see her because she is a legend 
and I wanted to see what she was going to be 
like in pantomime, and she was absolutely 
brilliant. It was a matinee and I said to my wife 
Emily, I bet she just takes it easy. But she abso¬ 
lutely gave it 100 per cent. The Empire is about 


2,500 seats and she filled it with her personal¬ 
ity and star power. We talk about feEie X-factor 
and she had that. She impressed me. 

“All these years later, for me to see a good old 
fashioned star in panto was wonderful.” 

Mr Hendy was one of a number of local fig¬ 
ures in the entertainment industry quick to 
pay tribute to Ms Black. 

Mark Everett, director of the Marlowe Thea¬ 
tre, in Canterbury, said: “Cilia was part of the 
British entertainment make up. Not only was 
she a member of the extraordinary team of 
great Liverpudlians who changed the face of 
pop music, but she was one of our finest TV en¬ 
tertainment personalities. It was through pro¬ 
grammes like Blind Date and Surprise, Surprise 
that so many people got to know and love her.” 

TV presenter Paul O’Grady, 60, who lives in 
Aldington, near Ashford, was close friends with 
Ms Black. He said this week: “We’ve been friends 
for nearly 20 years. She’s like my sister. We had a 
week together in Barbados at the beginning of 
the year and I saw her on my birthday. 

“I thought she was well. I can’t believe it to 
tell you the truth.” 

Cheri Strudwick, marketing manager at the 
Assembly Hall Theatre, Tunbridge Wells add¬ 
ed: “Cilia’s personality sparkled on her TV 
shows - her great smile and sense of humour 
were completely endearing; we’ve sadly lost a 
true entertainer.” 

The singer married her loyal friend and 
manager Bobby Willis. He died in 1999 of lung 
cancer aged just 57, leaving her heartbroken. 
They were married for more than 30 years. 

Ms Black leaves two grandchildren and 
three sons, Ben, Jack and Robert, who was 
also her agent. 

Her single, Anyone Who Had A Heart, first 
released in 1964, this week climbed back into 
the charts following her death.

Return of top TV show inspires 
us to get back into our kitchens 

Millions of viewers tuned in to watch the return of the Great British Bake Off on BBC1 this week and, 
as one celebrity chef who works in Kent reveals, we still have a real appetite for baking up a treat

I T is the series which grips a na¬ 
tion - and Wednesday night saw 
the latest chapter in the Great 
British Bake Off phenomenon 
with the return of the new series. 
As the line-up of new contestants 
found themselves struggling to con¬ 
coct the perfect walnut cake, black for¬ 
est gateau and Madeira cake, the 
chances are the kitchens of Kent will 
be buzzing again this weekend to the 
sound of whiskers and processors as 
we look to test our own culinary skills. 

Celebrity chef Rosemary Shrager, a 
regular on Extra Slice - the BBC2 
show which follows Bake Off - is con¬ 
vinced the show still manages to 
sprinkle magic dust on the baking in¬ 
dustry. 

Now running a bakery school in 
Tunbridge Wells, she says she sees 
the knock-on effect of the show at her 


business. 

She told KoS: “People love to bake. 
When the show is on the bookings do 
improve which is good. 

“It does encourage lots of people to 
come along, particular children, 
which I think is great. Any way to get 
them to start cooking at a young age 
is to be encouraged. 

“Creating imaginative food is an 
art and shows like Bake Off can help 
start fans off. Even if they start slowly 
and build up to the more complex 
things, the end result is something 
you can stand back and admire. 

“It may not be perfect first time out, 
but Bake Off can spur on an appetite for 
good cooking with decent ingredients. 

“The show encourages people to 
learn a lot more about baking when 
it’s on which is really refreshing. I 
love the show and enjoy doing the af¬ 
ter-show with Jo Brand where we dis¬ 
cuss in depth what has happened 
during that night’s episode.” 

Co-hosted by Paul Hollywood, the 



celebrity baker who lives in Wing- 
ham, near Canterbury, last year’s se¬ 
ries saw popular Broadstairs contest¬ 
ant Chetna Makan reach the 
semi-finals (see box). 

Gareth Hurford-Jones has been 
running the Lyminge Country Bak¬ 
ery in the village near Folkestone for 
two years with 15 staff. 

He told us: “We love the Great Brit¬ 
ish Bake Off and programmes like it. 
These shows are promoting what 
food could be like using traditional 
methods like ours. 


“We were at a boot fair recently 
with 10 trays of our products and 
they all sold out within two hours. 

“We were mobbed and wish we had 
taken another 10 trays.” 

Rob Rusbridge has run the Rus- 
bridge Family Bakery in Southbor- 
ough, Tunbridge Wells, since 1973. 

He told us: “This show is great be¬ 
cause it does encourage people to try 
new things and have a go themselves. 

“We have seen a little bit of an up¬ 
turn on the confectionary side, and 
Bake Off even sees people wanting to 


try different breads, which we do 
most of. 

“I always watch the show and it is 
interesting to see what some people 
are trying. Anything that gets people 
in to the kitchen to experiment and 
come up with their own recipes is ex¬ 
cellent. 

“They also want to see what people 
like ourselves are producing and get 
back to the traditional way of eating.”

CHETNA STILL COOKING UP SUCCESS 


WHEN Broadstairs mother Chetna 
Makan joined the line-up of 
contestants at the start of the last 
series, she can have little imagined 
the rollercoaster ride she would 
experience. 

She soared to the semi-finals 
with her calm style and fusion of 
traditional British dishes with 
Indian flavours. 

Paul Hollywood dubbed her ‘the 
Queen of Flavour’. And since 
leaving the show, she has forged a 
new career. 

She moved to Kent from India in 
2003 with her husband Gaurav 
Gupta and now have two children; 
Sia, seven, andYuv, five. 

At her home, she told us: “Since I 
was on Bake Off I have been kept 
tremendously busy. 

‘ 'I was lucky enough to get a 
publisher interested in putting out a 
book full of my recipes and that has 
taken months and months of work 


to get done. 

“It is all set to come out next 
April, so you can see there is a lot 
that needs doing, but I am really 
enjoying it.” 

The former fashion designer with 
her own label says she took up 
baking to embrace the British way 
of life. She loves to combine her 
mother’s traditional Indian recipes 
and flavours with British dishes. 

“I have also started my own 
YouTube channel with the help of 
two young lads from Ashford who 
are starting out as film makers. I 
am trying to film a recipe a week 
and like to keep them pretty simple 
so people do go and make them for 
themselves and not just think ‘Oh, I 
might try that one day’.” 

As for advice for this year’s 
contestants? 

She said: “They will have a tough 
time impressing the judges. As the 
series goes on, they will have to 





come up with more and more 
interesting recipes to stay ahead. It 
is very tough.”

High fashion focus as collection 
looks at the art of men’s tailoring 

Molly Kersey speaks to those behind a special exhibition now running at Tunbridge Wells museum

W HILE women’s fash¬ 
ion throughout the 
ages has been well 
documented, the 
impact and evolu¬ 
tion of men’s clothing has rarely been 
subject to such scrutiny. 

But now a new display at the Tun¬ 
bridge Wells Museum and Art Gallery 
is hoping to change that. 

It will be looking at the art of tailor¬ 
ing, and the amount of work that has 
gone into creating men’s suits 
throughout the ages. 

It hopes to shine a spotlight on a 
quite remarkable industry. 

Drawing on the spa town’s own 
history, in the 1800s, Victorian gen¬ 
tlemen were catered for by a variety 
of tailors, drapers and gentlemen’s 
outfitters in and around the area. 

Liz Douglas, collections develop¬ 
ment manager at the museum, which 
is based within the town hall com¬ 
plex, said: “It’s about the history of 
tailoring. We have got a lot of wom¬ 
en’s wear within the museum’s col¬ 
lection and not a lot of men’s. 

“It’s been really overlooked as a 
part of fashion history. It’s very much 
a London invention that has been ex¬ 
ported around the world. 

“The engineering that goes into a 
man’s suit is more concentrated than 
women’s tailoring. 

“With women’s clothes you might 
have had a corset to alter the shape 
that was being created, with men’s it 
is much more subtle. 

“It’s not as dramatic as corsetry. It’s 
shoulder pads and the position of the 
pockets and the lapels. Even with the 
lapel a lot of the hand stitching is de¬ 
signed to make it lie flat. 

“If you buy a cheap suit it some¬ 
times doesn’t fit across the back, so it’s 
about getting all the proportions 
right,” she added. 

“We have been really lucky be¬ 
cause Tunbridge Wells has an amaz¬ 
ing history of tailors in the town.” 

In fact, two local tailors - Sim- 
monds, based on Calverley Road, and 
Colin De’Ath Bespoke Tailors, based 


in Southborough, have lent objects 
related to tailoring to be used in the 
museum’s display. 

Simmonds has a long history of tai¬ 
loring in the county - the tailor’s was 
first established in Tunbridge Wells in 
1837 at a premises in Chapel Place, 
before moving to its current location 
in 1928. 

Properly tailored suits were ex¬ 
tremely important for Victorian men. 

“It was the age of industrialisation 
and to be a professional looking busi¬ 
nessman you needed a suit that was 
presentable,” said Ms Douglas. 

“There wasn’t the off the peg cloth¬ 
ing that you can buy today, you 
couldn’t just go into a shop and get 
one. You needed something tailored 
to your size. The tailor would be able 
to make the alterations neccessary so 
that it would fit like a glove.” 


And it was a complicated process. 

“I think before the sewing machine 
everything had to be done by hand, 
and even with the sewing machine 
the detailing like pockets and collars 
and lapels are still done by hand. It’s a 
pain staking process,” she added. 

So why has tailoring been such an 
overlooked area? 

Ms Douglas said: “I think it’s partly 
to do with how women’s fashion has 
traditionally been more elaborate 
and decorative. Also, a lot of it has to 
do with how clothes come to muse¬ 
ums. You will often get bridal gowns 
or christening gowns donated but 
very rarely men’s outfits.” 

Ms Douglas said that a late 1800s 
pattern book was one of the high¬ 
lights of the display. 

“It’s from Simmonds,” she said. “It’s 
got 20 or so descriptions for different 


men’s wear garments in it, there are 
some historic prints you wouldn’t re¬ 
ally recognise today. 

“There is a coach man’s uniform. 
Back in the day when you would have 
these big estates, Downton Abbey 
style, you would have needed to have 
uniforms created for the people who 
worked there, so the local tailor 
would have these prints to hand and 
it has the alterations that the tailor 
needed to make, to fit the men. 

“There are written descriptions 
such as ‘stooping shoulders’ and 
‘more rotund’.” 

And fashion plates - images fea¬ 
tured in magazines showcasing new 
or current fashions - are included. 

“Colin De’Ath has leant us a decon¬ 
structed suit jacket. It’s one that he 
would have been working on. It 
shows the painstaking process that 


goes into a hand made bespoke jack¬ 
et,” said Ms Douglas. 

“We have got an old sewing ma¬ 
chine and a little boy’s waistcoat. 

“The fashion plates are the back¬ 
drop for the display. The fasion plates 
themselves and the images came 
from a magazine called Gentleman’s 
Magazine. You would take them into 
your tailor and say -1 want this made. 
So the fasion plates are showcasing 
the styles of Victorian men. 

“It’s quite interesting to see - the 
boys in the images look like little 
men.” 

The display will form part of the 
museum’s collection of British cos¬ 
tume, accessories and textiles - which 
currently comprises of some 7,500 
objects. It will be spanning men’s tai¬ 
loring from the mid-eighteenth cen¬ 
tury to the present day.

Molly Kersey meets stars of upcoming production of Oscar Wilde performance 


T HE work of the iconic 
writer Oscar Wilde has 
been admired for dec¬ 
ades. 

The literary legend 
wrote a number of novels and po¬ 
ems, becoming one of London’s 
most popular playwrights during 
the early 1890s. 

And one of his most well-loved 
plays, The Importance of Being 
Earnest, continues to raise laughs 
and applause from audiences to 
this day. 

Now, a new production - starring 
Nigel Havers, Martin Jarvis and 
Christine Kavanagh- will put a 
fresh spin on the comic play. 

Two of the stars of the produc¬ 
tion - Mr Havers and Ms Kavanagh 
- made their way to the Orchard 
Theatre, Dartford, for a Q&A 
session last week - where they 
discussed what the show had in 


store for audiences. 

They spoke to KoS about the 
upcoming performance. 

Mr Havers, who has previously 
starred in TV shows including 
Downton Abbey and Coronation 
Street, said: “I did this play in 1984 
at the National Theatre with 
Martin Jarvis, and Dame Judi 
Dench played Lady Bracknell. We 
did it on and off for a year and a 
half and when we finished he said 
‘we must do this again sometime, 
it’s such a wonderful play’.” 

The pair met for lunch some 
years later and decided that they 
were going to do just that. 

There was, however, just one 
small hitch. 

“We were too old to play those 
parts,” explained Mr Havers. 

“So we had to find a different 
way of doing it.” 

This led to the creation of a ‘play 


within a play’, which tells the story 
of an amateur performance group 
who are putting on a production of 
The Importance of Being Earnest. 

“You get this funny overtone 
where you are introduced to the 
characters,” Mr Havers explained. 

“Some people came to see the 
show not knowing what to expect, 
they couldn’t work out what was 
going on. So there was an element 
of surprise. 

“Things go wrong, and people 
love it when things go wrong. We 
have someone on stage as a prompt 
- so if anyone ever forgets their 
lines we have a good excuse! ” 

Ms Kavanagh added: “Many 
people felt this made it more 
accessible and more contemporary. 
Audiences love to be in on the joke. 

“When Martin Jarvis is being 
interviewed to find out if he is a 
suitable man for one of the 


character’s daughter to marry, he 
says ‘I’m 29’ and you get roars of 
laughter.” 

The Bunbury Company of 
Players’ production of the Impor¬ 
tance of Being Earnest lampoons 
and exposes the hypocrisy of 
Victorian society. 

It tells the story of two bachelors 
- the dependable John Worthing 
and upper-class playboy Algernon 
Moncrieff. 

Both of them feel compelled to 
take on different identities in order 
to pursue two eligible women - 
Cecily Cardew and Gwendolyn 
Fairfax - with their subterfuge 
creating comedic results. 

Their misadventures lead to 
brushes with both the redoubtable 
Lady Bracknell and the uptight 
Miss Prism. 

And Ms Kavanagh, who has

Michelin-starred chef Jason Atherton will be releasing new book about desserts called Social Sweets 


L IKE many chefs, the Miche¬ 
lin-starred Jason Atherton 
has war wounds from his 
time in the kitchen. Worst 
of which is the “big scar” 
on his leg, the scene of a skin graft 
“many moons” ago. 

“I dropped a pan of reduced veal 
stock and it stuck to my feet. I was 
only young, it was 1999, and I got 
rushed to hospital,” explains Ather¬ 
ton, who appeared as a judge in Sky 
Living series My Kitchen Rules, 
alongside model-turned-chef Lor¬ 
raine Pascale last year. 

After six months off work, he went 
back to the kitchen on crutches and 
has since then, avoided staff chang¬ 
ing hot pans of oil “like the plague”. 
But as painful as the injury was and 


as much as it gave him “nightmares” 
afterwards, the 43-year-old also 
missed being in the throng of the res¬ 
taurant. 

Born in Sheffield, Atherton’s foodie 
journey began after he moved to Lon¬ 
don when he was 16, and landed a job 
at a Michelin-starred restaurant as a 
pot washer. He worked his way up, 
eventually becoming a pastry chef, 
then head chef at Gordon Ramsay’s 
Maze, and has since set up the popu¬ 
lar Pollen Street Social in London’s 
swanky Mayfair, and a string of other 
restaurants all over the world. 

His workload shows no sign of stop¬ 
ping, with a newly launched eatery in 
New York and his latest book, Social 
Sweets, all coming out in the space of 
a few months earlier this spring.

Putting out a book about desserts 
was a “logical step” for the chef, being 
as “99.9 per cent of people have a 
sweet tooth and like to finish off a 
meal with a dessert”, he notes. 

Clearly Atherton is in that number. 

“Even though they’re really cheesy 
to look at, one of my favourite things 
as a child was a Mr Kipling Bakewell 
Tart,” he explains. 

“I used to love having those, so be¬ 
ing able to make a grown-up version 
of it is cool.” 

Committed as he is to perfecting 
his pudding recipes and bettering the 
service he offers in his restaurants, he 
admits his ambitions are only feasible 
thanks to the support of his wife, 
Irha, who works in the restaurant’s 
head office. 


“Without my wife, I wouldn’t be 
where I am today,” says Atherton, 
who lives in London with Irha and 
their two daughters. 

“Her support and understanding of 
the journey we’re on together and as 
a family is unbelievable. 

“Everything in life is a compro¬ 
mise. Running a successful restau¬ 
rant business is time consuming and 
on top of all that, pushing Pollen 
Street Social to be one of the best res¬ 
taurants, not just in the UK but hope¬ 
fully in the world, takes time and 
dedication. 

“That and the travel, and being a 
father and writing cookbooks... 
You’ve got to be super dedicated, so 
her support is massive. I couldn’t live 
without her.”

TRAVEL REVIEW: Ibiza

H OW to strike a balance 
between hedonism and 
family time in Ibiza? The 
new Grand Palladium 
White Island Resort & 
Spa is a happy mix - like a beach club 
mixed with a kids club. 

Opened earlier this summer, with 
over 400 rooms, this gleaming white 
five-star has a fresh and modern feel 
with white tile wet rooms and flashes 
of magenta and mosaic prints in bed¬ 
rooms. Master suites with private 
roof terrace and Jacuzzi overlooking 
the sea are a wish-you-were-here 
highlight. 

Positioned next to its older sister 
hotel Grand Palladium Palace, and 
joined by a wooden bridge, the double 
act allows for more choice when it 
comes to picking a pool or one of the 
four themed all-inclusive restaurants. 
The union makes the hotel complex 
the largest resort in Ibiza - complete 
with minigolf, spa, tennis courts and 
vast outdoor entertainment theatre 
to keep families, groups and couples 
entertained. 

It’s possible to dip into all three 
large pools in the same afternoon - 
we know, we tried. Kick back on Bal- 
inese-style loungers around White 
Island’s lively pool with DJ-spun 
tunes; relax in cabanas at the wood¬ 
en decked Bossa pool; or take little 
ones to the large family pool to splash 
in shallow waters. 

The resort’s Playa d’en Bossa loca¬ 
tion puts it in prime position for 
guests to enjoy the white sand beach, 
set just behind the hotel. 

A quick stroll through the gate and 
you hit beach club restaurants like 
Nassau, but DJ beats are barely audi¬ 
ble from the hotel grounds and there’s 
a strict midnight shutdown policy. 
For parents who fancy a chilled 


daytime sangria minus distractions, 
the hotel’s Kids Club is on hand. 

There’s plenty to keep all ages oc¬ 
cupied with shady indoor and out¬ 
door spaces and different ‘zones’ 
catering for toddlers, juniors and 
teens. 

The Zentropia spa is a must, minus 
kids - access is approximately £14.50 
for hotel guests - with treatments like 
aromatic balance body massages and 
Biologique Recherge oxygen facials.

SIMON Callem and his emotionally 
brittle wife Robyn move back to his 
hometown of Los Angeles, where 
he is eyeing a major promotion. 

During a shopping trip, the 
Callems cross paths with Simon’s 
old school chum Gordon Mosley. 


The following day, the Callems find 
a bottle of wine from Gordon on 
their doorstep.

FANTASTIC FOUR 

(12A, 100 mins) Sci-fi/Fantasy

ds on waterwise aardenina

A S summer progresses, 
some containers will lose 
momentum by late July 
and August, particularly 
if they haven’t been fed 
and watered religiously. 

But horticulturist Christine Walk- 
den, a regular on TV and radio, reck¬ 
ons there’s still plenty of scope for en¬ 
joying colour throughout late 
summer and beyond. 

The key to longevity is continuous 
deadheading, watering and feeding, 
she insists, and if your bedding lo¬ 
belia and bacopa is looking straggly, 
give it a trim with scissors and a good 
feed and it should perk up again. 

If, however, some of your pots look 
like they’re not going to recover, par¬ 
ticularly if they have dried out, it may 
be time to visit the garden centre to 
replenish those specimens with some 
healthier ones. 

“We are past the summer equinox, 
so we’re less than 12 weeks away be¬ 
fore the clocks go back, but how long 
our late summer blooms last largely 
depends on what the weather does,” 
she said. “But you can buy late-flow¬ 
ering chrysanthemums - you can get 
dwarf bedding ones - and some gar¬ 
den centres still have dahlias which 
have some way to go. August is a fun¬ 
ny month for in-between plants.” 

If you want bright, strong colours, 
try Dahlia ‘Roxy’, a deep magenta- 
pink, and ‘Bishop of Oxford’ a deep 
marmalade-orange. Alternatively, 
replace one with the crimson-black- 
flowered and beautiful ‘Bishop of 
Auckland’, which will need support¬ 


ing with twiggy hazel but is still suit¬ 
able for pots. 

“Other plants that will be around 
in late summer include Cyclamen 
coum, C. hederifolium, hesperantha, 
lots of violas, lilies, cosmos, colchi- 
cums, dwarf rudbeckia and dwarf as¬ 
ters, so there’s quite a lot of choice. 

“You need a good solid foundation 
of foliage colour in your late summer 


pots. Hebes work really well at this 
time of year. ‘James Stirling’ has 
beautiful, rusty orange foliage and 
looks great with hesperantha or rud¬ 
beckia. Always go for contrast. If I 
have a dark foliage bottom, I would go 
for a light top. The best advice is to go 
into a garden centre or nursery and 
see what’s there and really what’s 
looking good at this time,” she said. 


Other good foliage colour for late 
season pots comes from heucheras, 
ferns and hostas, if they haven’t been 
chomped by snails, as well as a varie¬ 
ty of smaller euonymus. 

If you’re replanting, use John Innes 
No 2, Christine advises, which has 
better structure, better drainage, 
more nutrients in it and greater sta¬ 
bility so your pots are less likely to 


blow over. Of course, if you want late 
summer colour and you’re planting 
afresh, you will need to water new 
plants regularly, says Christine, who 
will be giving a talk on waterwise 
gardening at Stockport Flower Show 
in August.

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O N the eve of Honda’s re-introduction 
of the HR-V, you could now say the 
first version was ten years ahead of 
its time. 

It was 2005 when the Japanese 
marque axed the original, after an unremarkable 
six years seeking to tap into an elusive SUV mar¬ 
ket for younger buyers. 

Ten years on and the SUV/crossover market is so 
hot that there is definitely room for a model so 
squarely aimed at the young and image-conscious. 

And while the new HR-V (£17,995) is smart and 
rakish, Honda also claims a practical and roomy 
cabin with class-leading boot space - 453 litres 
with rear seats up/1,026 litres seats down - plus 
the brand’s unique ‘Magic Seats’, allowing extra 
loading configurations and under seat stowage. 

A tempting £149/month 5.9 per cent APR deal 
with 30 per cent deposit should also help towards 
Honda’s expectation that 70 per cent of new HR-V 
customers will come from those who hadn’t con¬ 
sidered a Honda before. 

Many will be young singles and pre-family couples 
who are lifestyle and design conscious, adds Honda. 

Two engines are offered: an all-new 130 PS 
(128bhp) 1.5 litre i-VTEC petrol and a 120 PS 
(118bhp) 1.6 litre i-DTEC diesel (from £19,745.00) 


with six-speed manual gearboxes or a newly- 
developed CVT (petrol models only) automatic 
claimed to feel like driving a conventionally 
geared auto. 

Standard kit includes climate and cruise con¬ 
trols and dusk-sensing automatic headlamps, 
while upgrading to mid-grade SE trim (from 


£19,745) adds premium features like rain-sens¬ 
ing wipers, front and rear parking sensors and 
six-speaker audio upgrade. 

Honda also believes it has stolen a march in 
the segment with a tilt-and-slide opening pano¬ 
ramic glass sunroof on flagship models, adding 
to airiness of the interior.

Y O U might dismiss the new 
VW Passat as yet more of 
the ‘what you see is what 
you get’ format of the two 
previous generations. 

Its predecessor, in particular, never 
really banished the impression that it 
was a clone of what had gone before, 
despite VW claims about a squillion 
new parts beneath the metal. 

This time though, the Passat has a 
style and more upmarket appeal that 
was missing before. 

Yes, there is the same practicality 
that causes the Passat estate to 
outsell the saloon, but slick finishing 
inside and out make it far more 
eye-catching; so much so, that the 
VW threatens so-called premium 
rivals like the BMW 3 Series, Merc 
C-Class and the A4, from VW sister 
brand Audi. 

And if you check out the estate 
version, as tested here, the Passat 
also easily outguns the above cars for 
practicality; more like ‘lifestyle 
estates’, they sacrifice load-lugging 
for style, but the VW has the style... 
and the load space. 

This pushes it to the top of the class 
with a 650-litre boot - some 150 
litres more than its most obvious 
estate rivals, the Vauxhall Insignia, 


Ford Mondeo and Mazda 6. 

Fold the seats down and you 
liberate a total of 1,780 litres - Cit- 
roen’s small Nemo van carries just 
720 more in its boxy body. 

Part of the story here is, through 
ramping up its WYSIWYG approach 


of the past, VW has given this Passat 
a longer wheelbase, liberating 
greater cabin space within broadly 
the same exterior dimensions as 
before. 

Apart from that huge load area, you 
also get acres of space, allowing back 


seat passengers to really stretch out. 

Such luxury is then enhanced by 
limo-like refinement; VW has done 
much across its range to cut down on 
mechanical, road and turbulence 
intrusion into the cabin, and the 
Passat takes this even further on.

It’s not a bad drive either; the new 
car is about the weight of a small 
person lighter this time, which makes 
it feel quite nimble for a relatively big 
car and while there is not a huge 
amount of feedback from the wheel, 
the Passat can be hustled along nicely. 

It feels grippy and secure on corners 
even if the suspension is set up more 
for comfort than sporty driving even 
in the GT format of the test car. 

Launched earlier this year, there 
isn’t currently a great deal of engine 
choice and no petrol units at all, but 
that’s hardly surprising at this level 
of the market; our car’s 187bhp 
2.0-litre low emission (120g/km) 
diesel was more than powerful 
enough for a fully laden outing, and 
frugal with it too -1 averaged close 
to the official 61.4mpg (combined) 
on a motorway run.

KENT’S form in the fast-paced Nat- 
west T20 competition has been at se¬ 
rious odds to their four-day County 
Championship performances this 
season.
